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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to the filing of the application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kang et 
al. (U.S. Patent 6,372,598). 

Kang discloses a capacitor (Figs. 4f and 6c) that contains a lower electrode on 
an integrated circuit substrate, where the lower electrode comprises a metal layer 
(406/408(606/608)) and hemispherical grain lumps both formed of one of platinum or 
ruthenium that protrude from the metal layer opposite the substrate, a Ta205 dielectric 
layer (414) on the hemispherical grain lumps, an upper electrode (416) on the dielectric 
layer, where the metal layer comprises a first and second portion where the second 
portion is on the first portion and is formed of different materials where the second 
material is more readily oxidized than the first material under same oxidizing conditions, 
where the first portion (606) is formed of Ti and the second portion (608) is formed of 
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platinum or ruthenium (Fig. 6), the first portion can be contained of platinum (Fig. 4f) 
and the second portion can be formed of ruthenium in addition the first and second 
portion can be formed of the same material and can be a metal oxide. (Column 5, lines
